H.M.S. Carlisle Called in.|: 


A PIER SCHEME OBJECTED 


An extraordinary situation bas 
arisen at Amoy where Messrs. 
Buiterfield and Swire, who have 
jast pat in band the constroction 
of w new-pier, are faced with a 
perplexing problem.. .

settlement on the Island of 
Kolangsa over to the mainland. 
The objection is that Messrs. 
Butterfield ard Swire could just as 
well build their pier at Kulangso 
instead of enercaehing upos 
Chinese territory at Amor. 
* Owing to the bostile attitude 
of tbe iababitants, Mesyrs. 
Butterfield and Swire were obliged 
to procure their workmen from 
Shanzhai and we leara that on 
Monday last, when the. first 
supports of the pier were being 
driven, several bundreds of 
Chinese gathered on the foreshore 
in the vicinity and commenced 
@ hostile 
waving boycott banners. - A 
nomber of the workroen. were 
interfered with and it looked as 
rhough trouble was emminent. 
On ber wey down to Hongkong 
from the north, FLM.S. Carlisie 
received an urgent message to 
call at Amoy. On arrival she 
landed a number of marines and 
sailors on the island of Kulangsu 


in order to protect the forersa: 


residents, wha were advised not 
to go over to the mainland. 

‘The unusual spectacle vas 
then witueased of bostloads of 
armed sailors patrolling round 

> the spot where the Shanghai 
pier, while on the sbore @ ¢ast 
crowd subjected them to a rum 
ning flow of rude language. That 
was the situation up to the time 
of the departure of the ss. Hai- 
loong, which reached Hongkong 
a few days ago. 

On Tuesday a combined mest- 
ing of the Chinese Chambers of 
Commerce at the port was con- 
vened with the object, we under- 
stand, of discussing the measures 
by which s complete boycott af 
Messrs. Butterfield znd Swire 
could be attained. What deci- 
sion was finally arrived at was 
not known when the Douglas 
boat left the port.

As Peking is the saat of the 
Central Government of the Chin- 
ese Republic where the foreign 
Legations are situated, these 
vicious, bad-characters must not 
be permitted to remain here on- 
der whatever pretext to the creat 
detriment of the Chinese society. 
Let the “new tbeatre™ in the 
Chennan§ anmusing-groond and 
other resorts be forthwith 
closed upby the officials-in-charge 
and all the so-called players be 
expelled from the matropolitan 
capital at once. 

“Tho Order concludes by ad- 
monishing the parents and elder 
brothers of every family to see. 
that their youngsters do not 
dress themselves in quaint clothes 
or goto the places which should 
not be visited by boys and girls.”

US. LOAD-LINE BILL. 

Hopeis expressed by the major- 
ity of American underwriters 
that the load-line bill now before 
Congress will receive favourable 
coasideration when reported in 
the Senate snd House. The 
recent hearings before the Housa 
Committee on Merchant Marine 
showed that the measure was 
strongly supported by insurance - 
interests. Opposition from sbip- 
owners-has been chiefly on the 
ground that tha passage of the 
bill. would reduce the catgo ton- 
nage capacity on American-sbips 
now in usa by at least 10 per 
cent. Tothisthe reply has been 
made that at presept there is - 
far from being any scarcity of 
American tonnage, and’ that 
safety is preferable to a few extra 
dollars. Moreover, one of the chief 
arguments in favour of the bill ix 
the fact that it wonld equalize 
the earning capacity of smaller 
vessels, while also protecting the 
careful shipowner from the cn- 
scrupulous one, who might 
otherwise overload his vessel sq 
as to derive additional freigh} 
retorns. The esteblishmemt of 5 
Government load-line ie also of 
importance to the success, of the. 
merchant marine, becaus# in the. 
absence of regulations American 
vessels aro constantly, mbjacted, 
to expensive and irritating delay.

had signed was sbsndoned By fhe : 
»hipowners, providing that ho bad 
heen employed for. not lees 
than one rronth. Fenry Moyphy, 
a fireman engaged By the Canada 
Steamship Lines, clairned £42 10, 
in lieu of notice. My. P, Brock- 
leoburst, for the Firemen’s Union, 
said Murphy was engaged by the 
defendents at .Liverpoot for 
voyage to Montreal: "Thay die 
charged part of hercargo. The 
vogsel was sent to Manebester ta 
take on board other cargo and 
then the voyage to Mantras! was 
abandoned because there was nos 
cargo available. Murphy was 
discharg d, receiving the wazes 
doe to bim, bat it waa ofatmed 
that he was entitled to a month's 
wages in lieu of notice, Counsel 
{gr the defundante contended that 
under the Act a shipowner was 
artitled to discharge = seaman 
withont compeosation if he had 
beer employed for a month and 
the shin in a home port. The 
stipendiary magistrate said he 
regretfully had to decide ‘against 
the man, for he’ found thatthe 
voyage had Previonsly commenc~ 
ed and tha man had heen.employ- 
ed over the month sifpsiated.: Tt
